OF CHICAGO ARE NOT THAT BAD-

Good news for Chicagoans who have family 
visiting from far-flung destinations at 
Thanksgiving: Chicago is the only top lo U.S. 
airline destination that won't cost more to fly 
to this year, according to price-comparison 
site orbltz.€OtTi. 

And fares for flying out of Chicago at 
Thanksgiving and Christmas generally arc 
flat, compared with a year ago, experts say 

^‘Tx>oks like we're going to sec happy 
holidays in Chicagoland,” said Brian Ek, 
spokesman for prtcelinexom, which also 
found lower prices for Chicago. '^Maybe you 
want to tell the relatives to come to Chicago 
for the holidays.'^ 

In contrast, holiday fares nationwide are 
near the highest in almost a decade, according 
to an analysis by prlceliittxom. 

Compared with 2010, fares are running 
4 percent higher, or an extra S17 a seat, for 
top destinations, according to according 
to the Orbitz IloUday Uiravel Insider Index 
and Travel Survey. Other fare-comparison 
companies report average fares increased 
more, depending on how they measure. Of 
course, fares ultimately depend on individual 
flights — mostly when and where you fly 

Ticket prices generally arc more expensive 
this year because there are fewer seats 
available, experts say. Many airlines have cut

flights 
to preserve 
profits by flying fuller 
airplanes. 

For example, airlines in total are making 
available 37,000 fewer scats per day during 
the Thanksgiving holiday the Air Transport 
Association announced Thursday 

That's probably why Chicago is faring 
better than the rest of America, Ek said. 
3 'hosc cutbacks affect smaller airports more 
and lead to significantly higher prices, which 
boosts the national average. 

But capacity cutbacks don't affect Chicago 
as much because it has so many flight 
options at its two major airports, he said. 
'The abundance insulates Chicago from fare 
increases that are due to supply cuts. 

“For a major hub like Chicago, it's not that 
much of a factor,” Ek said. “If you're in Kansas 
City or Topeka, that could be a big factor in 
terms of the available flights and the effect on 
fares."

Gov Quinn and Mayor Emanuel found common ground 
Thursday talking up an additional $646 million in state 
funding for work on the Red Eincy the GTA’s busiest 
train route. 

The money largely WiW be spent on rebuilding the 
tracks on the southern part of the Red Line, where riders 
should see five minutes shaved off a trip from 95 th Street 
to downtown when the track replacement is complete in 
2015, CTA President Forrest Claypool said. 

Stations at the Clark/Division stop and the Wilson 
stop will be completely rebuilt daring the work, Clay- 
pool said. lie said it^s possible those stations will need 
to be closed for construction. Several other stations also 
will receive more modest improvements. 

The latest injection of state funding, which had been 
expected, means about $1 billion in state, federal and 
city money is being devoted to the Red T.ine rehab. 

The backbone of the CTA train system needs more 


work, however. Another $2 billion to S4 billion is need- 
ed to overhaul most Red Tine stations and tracks on the 
North Side and in Evanston. Emanuel also made a cam- 
paign pledge to extend the Red Line south from 95th 
Street to 130th Street, which could cost $1,5 billion. 

The long checklist of upgrades needed for city trains 
and roads and bridges is a big reason why Emanuel ear- 
marked proceeds from a Chicago casino to infrastruc- 
ture needs. 

But Quinn has said the major gambling expansion 
pending in Springfield is overstuffed, and has threatened 
to veto it, much to the mayor^s chagrin. 

Onlliarsday, Emanuel touted the latest track and sta-

Demonstrators 
disrupt speech

Wisconsin Gov. Scott Walker, facing a union 
effort to recall him from office, said Thursday 
he will use Illinois’ tax increase and continued 
deficit as a defense for actions that included 
eliminating most collective bargaining rights 
for public workers. 

The Republican governor, who appeared 
before about 300 people at a public policy 
breakfast at Chicago’s Union League Club, 
saw his speech interrupted by union-backed 
Occupy Chicago protesters for about six min- 
utes before they left the event. 

About 50 people who purchased tickets to 
the breakfast began chanting minutes into 
Walker’s remarks, reciting slogans such as 
“Union busting. It’s disgusting.” And “We are 
the 99 percent.” They also criticized Walker 
for being allowed free speech rights while 
blaming Mayor Emanuel for Chicago police 
arrests of 300 protesters who refused to leave 


Grant Park after an ii p.m. curfew 
After the protesters left. Walker said, “The 
bottom line is, no matter how loud you shout, 
the facts are the facts. The facts are that our 
reforms have worked and continue to work in 
the state of Wisconsin.” 

Another 30 protesters chanted and waved 
signs to greet attendees outside the club. 

Public employee unions led the unsuccess- 
ful recall effort this summer to defeat enough 
Republican state senators who backed Walk- 
er’s curbs on collective bargaining to put the 
Wisconsin Senate in Democratic control. But 
the unions are organizing an effort to recall 
Walker, who was elected a year ago. 

Contending many of the protesters who 
rocked Wisconsin’s capitol in Madison over 
union rights came from Illinois and other 
states. Walker said he looked forward to them 
again traveling to the state to circulate peti- 
tions for his recall. 



4 killed in store shootout

Police were reviewing surveillance video and 
questioning several people about a wild shoot- 
out inside a convenience store on the Far 
South Side that left four people dead and two 
others wounded. 

Three men, two teens and a woman were 
shot in the Connect store in the 500 block of 
East 130th Street at about 9:30 p.m. Wednes- 
day after several people walked in and opened 
fire, police said. At least one employee, be- 


lieved to be a security guard, returned fire. 

Three of the victims — ages 25, 30 and 46 — 
were dead on the scene, while a fourth person, 
a 17-year-old boy who possibly was one of the 
invading gunmen, was dead on arrival at Rose- 
land Community Hospital, authorities said. 

The Cook County medical examiner’s of- 
fice identified one victim as Michael Banks, 
age between 30 and 35. 

Banks was believed to be the security guard 
in the store, officials said.

Oakland 
cleans up 
In wake 
of protest 

OAKLAND, Calif. City crews and protest- 
ers labored Thursday to clean up graffiti, 
smashed glass and other debris that lit- 
tered downtown Oakland after a day of 
mostly peaceful protests against economic 
inequality and police brutality took a vio- 
lent turn. 

Busloads of police in riot gear advanced 
on demonstrators overnight, firing tear 
gas to disperse hundreds lingering in the 
streets hours after protesters had forced a 
temporary shutdown of the Port of Oak- 
land. 

The clampdown appeared aimed at pre- 
venting protesters from expanding their 
foothold in the streets around a public 
plaza that has become a hub for demon- 
strations in Oakland. 

Later in the morning, the city said po- 


lice officers from about 15 agencies had ar- 
rested more than 80 people, and that five 
civilians and three officers were injured in 
the melee. There was no immediate word 
on the type or severity of those injuries. 

Crews pressure-washed graffiti from 
buildings around the Frank Ogawa Plaza, 
a public square next to City Hall that 
protesters have used as a camp since last 
month. 


Dozens of their tents continue to fill 
the plaza, and several demonstrators there 
blamed “anarchist youths” for Thursday’s 
violence. 

“Everything went beautiful until these 
guys [came] with scarves around their 
mouths, and then all hell broke loose. Our 
city just got demolished,” said Johnny Al- 
len, 60, a health-care provider sweeping 
debris in front of City Hall. 


Apple offering fix 
for battery probiems 

Apple has acknowledged a problem with bat- 
tery life on the iPhone 4S and other devices run- 
ning its new operating system. The company 
says a software update coming “in a few weeks” 
will address the problem. The company previ- 
ously had not publicly acknowledged com- 
plaints about battery life on the phone, which 
surfaced soon after it was released Oct. 14. 

Prosecutor: Jackson 
doctor clearly guilty 

The evidence is “overwhelming” that Dr. 

Conrad Murray caused the death of Michael 
Jackson, the lead prosecutor told jurors 
Thursday in closing arguments in the involun- 
tary manslaughter trial of Jackson’s doctor. The 
testimony from the defense anesthesiology ex- 
pert that blamed Jackson for giving himself the 
fatal drug overdoses was “junk science,” the 
prosecutor argued. 

Cain still fighting 
harassment claims 

A defiant Herman Cain on Thursday continued 
to deny allegations of sexual harassment in his 
past and said he won’t be deterred by the con- 
troversy that has dominated his campaign for 
the Republican presidential nomination. Citing 
strong poll numbers and fundraising, Cain said 
voters knew the allegations were baseless.

What weighs a few hundred pounds and 
flips out at Wrigley? Besides Carlos Zambrano

The home of the boys of summer is about to 
be invaded by the stuntmen of winter. 

Wrigley Field normally is under wraps this 
time of year, but it’s the site for Saturday’s 
Red Bull Fuel + Fury, a freestyle snowmobil- 
ing competition featuring eight of the world’s 
top snowmobilers. The lineup of competitors 
consists of Daniel Bodin, Heath Frisby Ted 
Culbertson, Fred Rasmussen, Cory Davis, 
Jimmy Fejas and Jeff Mullin and 2004 Fuel + 
Fury winner Justin Hoyer. 

There are plenty of Chicagoans who might 
not know a Ski-Doo from Scooby-Doo, but 
it’s an easy sport to follow, said Levi LaVallee, 
a seven-time Winter X Games medalist and 
host of the event. 

“It’s not much different than freestyle mo- 
tocross, where you’re trying to impress judges 
with stunts and jumps,” he said. “The big dif- 
ference is that instead of 250 -pound machines 
with wheels, you’re on a bigger, 450 -pound 
sled.” 

Bodin, the 2011 Winter X Games freestyle 
snowmobile gold medalist, said the jumps are 
the most fun part of the sport. 

“From the takeoff to the landing, you do 
lots of crazy tricks and when you’re in the 
air on a sled, it’s a pretty amazing feeling, like 
you’re weightless in space and doing whatever 
you want,” he said. 

Bodin and the other snowmobilers will 
have plenty of hangtime on the custom-made 
Wrigley course, which will consist of thou- 
sands of cubic yards of wood chips and dirt. 


and three steel ramps for snowmobiles to 
launch from. The one element that will be 
missing: the white powdery stuff 

“The weather is still pretty warm and 
there’s no actual snow, so we’re using Astro- 
turf, which is nice because it always stays pret- 
ty consistent,” LaVallee said. 

Saturday’s competition is set up as a double 
elimination bracket challenge in which two 
athletes will compete head to head, with one 
advancing to the winner’s bracket as selected 
by five judges. The loser will hit the consola- 
tion bracket for a chance to climb back into 
the championship match. 

People who have never seen freestyle snow- 
mobiling will be surprised at some of the 
tricks the riders can pull off, LaVallee said. 

“The top guys will be doing backflip com- 
binations, seat grabs. Superman flips and stuff 
like that. Cordova flips. They’re really tricky 
and really tough, but once the adrenaline 
comes pumping I think you’ll see a lot of cool 
stuff,” he said. 

“The sport is growing so fast, so to win you 
got to do something crazy; something people 
have never done before,” Bodin said. 

A native of Sweden, Bodin said he picked 
up the sport because his country has six 
months of winter and he wanted something 
fun to do. Now he’s in love with it and thinks 
this Fuel + Fury event may make plenty of new 
fans of snowmobiling in Chicago. 

“People may have seen it on TV, but it 
doesn’t show how crazy it is,” he said. “When 
you see it live, you’ll be like, ‘Oh my God.’ ”

Ronnie Brewer and the Bulls were only one 
step away from the NBA Finals last year. 

And on Sunday Brewer will take a lot of 
steps— 1,209 to be exact. 

With time on his hands due to the NBA 
lockout, and a history of charity work, even 
being named Sporting Generosity’s Septem- 
ber player of the month for his work with the 
Boys & Girls Club, Brewer will participate in 
SkyRise and climb all 103 stories of the Willis 
Tower. The event will benefit the Rehabilita- 
tion Institute of Chicago. 

On Tuesday the day the Bulls had been 
scheduled to tip off the season in Dallas, 
Brewer called RedEye from Arkansas to talk 
about the climb, the lockout and his Hal- 
loween costume. 

What made you decide to do the SkyRise 
climb? 

It came up because of what they’re doing and 
the cause. I thought it was a good opportu- 
nity to make a difference in the community 
in the area where I play 

Have you ever been to the top of the Willis 
Tower? 

By elevator. I went up there with the Chicago 
Bulls to give out some awards and scholar- 
ships to some high school kids. But not by 
stairs. It will be interesting. 

Have you been training for it? 

Other than basketball training, no. There’s a 
lot of motivation to do it, so anyway that will 
continue to make me go will help. 

Do you think being tall (6-foot-7) will help 
you? 

[Laughs] No. I think it’s going to be as tough 
for me as anybody else. I don’t think you can 
train for this. I’m doing sprints and things like 
that, not Stairmaster or anything like that. 

Are you optimistic about the lockout? 

You have to believe and stay optimistic and 
positive. Once you throw in the towel and 
say there’s no season, you let your body go 
and don’t stay in shape and you don’t work on 
your game, and that’s when they come to an 
agreement and the wheels are right back roll- 
ing. I feel all the players want to go back and 
play They players want to go back and play 
They want to do it for all the fans, the people 
who work in the arenas, the guys who work 



in the bars around the arenas, people in small 
market cities. 

Are you looking at going overseas? 

A lot of guys are staying optimistic because 
they feel like a deal could be done at any 
point. When they had the talks [Oct. 28}, we 
thought they could be done Monday That’s 
why a lot of guys aren’t jumping so hard at 
going overseas. If David Stern comes back 
and says he’s canceling the games through the 
All-Star break or through the season, then I 
think everybody will drop what they’re doing 
and talk with their agents to get something 
done and get a deal done where they can stiU 
play basketball. 

I saw a tweet— were you Ron Washington for 
Halloween? 

[Laughs.] Yeah. It was fun. I went to Wal- 
Mart and got a clipboard and bought a wig 
from a costume store. One of my friends who 
I went to high school with played baseball at 
Arkansas so I got the pants from him. And I 
got the belt and cleats and a fake mustache 
from the costume store. I got a Rangers hat. 

I had sunflower seeds in my back pocket and 
kept some in my mouth. As the night went 
on a lot of that stuff went away I let go of 
the clipboard because people kept trying to 
touch it. The sunflower seeds got taken out 
of my pocket. But I enjoyed the night; it was 
so much fun.

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'Harold and Kumar’ stars John Cho, Kal Penn take Christmas to a new level of Inebriation

“It’s kinda cool actxxally to be in an environ- 
ment where people want to go off and serve 
their country and come back,” said ‘A Very 
Harold and Kumar 3D Christmas” star Kal 
Penn. 

To clarify: In this case “come back” means 
“reprise his role as a big-screen pothead,” 


since Penn (Kumar) temporarily left his post 
in the White House Office of Public Engage- 
ment to film the third “Harold and Kumar” 
movie, opening Friday. {Penn since has com- 
pleted his two-year stint on the job in D.C.) 

In the hilarious and considerably raunchy 
comedy, Harold (John Cho) and Kumar 
haven’t spoken in years, but they reconnect 
for an adventure that takes them from a beer 


pong showdown with underage kids to an es- 
cape from Ukrainian mobsters to, of course, 
a run-in with Neil Patrick Harris (as some 
version of himselt). 

At the Park Hyatt, Penn, 34, and Cho, 

59, recalled foolish late-night purchases, 
discussed their own drug use and clarified the 
difference between a metaphor and some- 
thing literal.

KP: So it ended awkwardly. 

How different would a *'Harold and Ku- 
maF’ adventure be in Chicago? 

JC; [Laughs.} Maybe more inebriation. 

KP: It’s a big drinking city. 

JC: Yeah. 'This is a hardcore partying city 
T'hat’s my impression. It’s got stamina; 
they’re the Olympians of partying. 

You think there's room to advance the 
level of inebriation from the previous 
films? 

JC: Always. Always. 

Kal, you don't smoke weed at all, right? 

KP: That is correct. I don’t smoke weed. 

I don’t tend to offer that information up 
’cause it tends to disappoint some of the 
“Harold and Kumar” fans. It’s actually one 
of the things I love about playing a char- 
acter like Kumar. IVe always found when 
I’m able to play characters that are similar 
to myself it tends to be pretty boring 
’cause you’re just sort of doing something 
you relate to. He’s far more gregarious 
and out there than I am. Especially doing 
it over seven years, there’s a real joy— it’s 
like Kumar’s such a Stoner and you get to 
a point where seven years after you met 
him, you see what’s happened because of 
that. He’s sort of down in the dumps and 
he doesn’t have his life together. That’s 
contrasted with his best friend who was a 
Stoner and has sort of switched a little bit. 
It was a lot of fun to play with all that. I 
sort of love that we’re both different. 

JC: I’m a Quaaludes man myself! 

KP: That’s true, actually which is so 
strange that you’d offer that up. 

JC: I’m into the ’ludes. 

KP: I think your fans might be disap- 
pointed. 

JC: And the ’done— the methadone. 

KP: The ’done! 

JC: ’Ludes and ’dones. 

I should congratulate you for establishing 
a link between White Castle, Guantanamo 
Bay and Christmas.

Fans 
should really be credited with— they’re 
the ones that went out and bought the 
DVD, gave it to each other, that gave us 
a chance to do a second movie. That did 
well enough to garner a third. And it was 
actually more of a feel-good thing that 
these two guys were underdogs. The audi- 
ence identified with that— 


JC: Not literal dogs ... 

KP: He understands! 

So the dogs are underground for some 
reason? 

[Both laugh.] 

JC: YCb’re people! Do you know what I 
mean? We’re clearly homo sapiens. 

So what's left to do in the fourth one? 

KP: I’m going to be consistent with my 
answer on this one. I have always wanted 
to play an astronaut. I really want them to 
go to outer space. To the moon, ideally. 

Because movies like "Leprechaun in 
Space" and "Muppets from Space" were 
so successful. 

KP: The “Leprechaun”— 

JC: How dare you. [Glares at Matt.] 

KP: Any Muppet movie, my God, I would 
love to— 

JC: How dare you. 

KP: Hey 

JC: I’m incensed right now. 

KP: Hey 

JC: I’m fuming. But not literally Fuming 
means like being angry. It doesn’t mean 
that I’m on fire. Like literal fire and I’m 
smoldering from the embers of my burn- 
ing hair. 

KP: You should teach a class in colloquial 
English to new Americans.

Beautifully romantic, 
frustratingly imperfect 


I fell madly in love 
with the best scenes 
in “Like Crazy” and 
there are several of 
them. So it’s nearly as 
heartbreaking as the 
film itself to recog- 
nize that it’s merely a 
good movie with some greatness in it. 

To call the plot simple would be suggesting 
that relationships are simple, and the whole 
point of writer-director Drake Doremus’ 
fourth film is that they’re not. At least, not 
as simple as they should be, considering 
how blissfully easy it can feel to fall in love — 
wrapped in intoxicating kisses and a hyper- 
focused indulgence of the now 
That’s how it starts for Jacob (Anton 
Yelchin) and Anna (Felicity Jones) when they 
begin an all-consuming romance at a Los 
Angeles college. She’s in on a student visa 
from the U.K., and when it’s time for her to 
go back, well, of course she doesn’t want to. 
It’s a decision that’s purely believable at the 
time, with long-term consequences that turn 
a spectacular summer together in bed into, in 
hindsight, perhaps a great mistake of youth. 

The biggest fault in “Like Crazy” (which at 
times recalls last year’s “Blue Valentine”) is its 
use of numerous chronological jumps. They 
take a lot of plot developments happening

off-screen for granted while Jacob and Anna 
try to figure out how to make things work a 
half a world away from each other. 

For them, this is surely time that passes 
slowly and agonizingly, yet Doremus employs 
these gaps to work in other, underdeveloped 
romantic opportunities. And turning Jacob 
and Anna’s wonderful, visa-violating summer 
into a montage was the wrong move, pre- 
venting us from feeling what they feel as they 
create their own world between the sheets. 

Every interaction between these two is 
magnificent; excellent, understated work 
from Elchin and especially Jones intimately 
captures both the moments that bind and the 
distance that crushes. Separated by thousands 
of miles, Jacob and Anna think that they can 
handle more than they really can, and their 
feelings become like tattoos under clothes— 
hidden but impossible to actually suppress. 

“Like Crazy” oddly allows us to be privy to 
certain elements of this relationship and not 
others. What we observe, however, is words 
shared, looks exchanged and hearts melding, 
unaware of what it will take to keep them 
feeling whole.

This subterranean spot is the speediest of the 
pack. 

Who*s there: Dude groups doing workday lunch. 
Tasting notes: Griddled patties are thicker than 
most quick-serve spots but still cooked all the 
way through. Though the bun compresses a bit, 
it still holds a mess of shredded lettuce, oozy 
American cheese, onions, tomato and thick and 
crispy pickle chips. Golden fries are piping hot 
but could use some more crisping—though that 
wouldn’t stop us from scarfing them soaked 


with Merkts Cheddar after a long night out. 
Considering it's within stumbling distance of 
River North's late-night clubs, the 5 a.m. closing 
time on weekends is right on. 

Price point: $5,55 for a single cheeseburger;

Who’s there: Condo owners from the 
building upstairs. 

Tasting notes: Though we weren’t 
asked how we’d like our patty cooked 
(it arrived medium well), a nicely 
charred exterior and not-too-salty 
interior won us over. Toppings on the 
New American Classic burger-thick- 
cut bacon, fresh avocado, wasabi mayo 
and a perfectly fried egg-all were ex- 
cellent quality. The menu offers classic 


combos (blue cheese and buffalo 
sauce) and unique ones, too, such as 
the Crunchy Burger with potato chips 
and a double helping of American 
cheese, or the Jersey Shore with pep- 
peroni, fresh mozzarella and marinara.

Tasting notes: A sesame and poppy 
seed-covered bun tasted plenty fresh, 
but the bottom half grew floppy under 
the juicy patty.

Common 
oes West 

Hell on Wheels’ his most fulfulling role yet

Rapper-tiimed-movie-actor Common wasn’t looking for a TV role, but some- 
thing about Ebm Ferguson drew him to AMC’s new Western “Hell on Wheels.” 
In the lo-episode drama set against the backdrop of post-Civil War America, 
the Chicago native plays former slave Flam, who is looking for a better life as a 
free man working on tbe westward construction of the Transcontinental Railroad, 
Elam’s patience is tested, however, when he continues to experience the racism 
that outlasts slavery to this day He’s angry, disillusioned and distrustful of his white 
bosses, who include railroad baron Thomas “Doc” Durant (Colm Meaney) and his 
new foreman, Cullen Bohannon (Anson Mount), 


Common, whose acting career began 
with appearances on TV shows but who 
since has done mostly movies such as 
“Just Wright” and “American Gangster,” 
called his latest role “a dream come 
true” and one that he just couldn’t turn 
down. 

“I hadn’t seen any material written 
this great for a black character, espe- 
cially of this time period, and T was so 
attracted to the role because T felt like, 
man, this is some depth. There’s depth 
in this human being,” he said during a 
phone interview last week , “They wrote 
Elam Ferguson as a person who was a 
slave that had been oppressed but [was] 
very strong and intelligent and had aspi- 
rations and was not perfect.” 

T he 39 -year-old worked hard to bring 
the character to life, preparing physi- 
cally in the gym and by taking horse- 
back riding lessons, and intellectually 
by researching the period, the railroad’s 
history and all he could about slavery 
Rattling off some of the atrocities of 
slavery he read about. Common called 
it his most challenging acting gig to 
date, but also his most rewarding. 

“I get to express what a black man felt 
at that time, you know? He’s frustrated. 
[He] has his freedom but isn’t totally 


free,” he said. “T feel like T have an in- 
credible responsibility to our forefathers 
to be respectful and truthful. .,. Tt was 
one of the most fulfilling creative expe- 
riences, if not the most, that I ever had.” 

Born Lonnie Rashid Lynn Jr. and 
raised on the South Side, Common 
didn’t watch many Westerns and had 
never spent so much time in wide open 
wilderness spaces like those on lands of 
the Tsuu T’ina Nation outside Calgary 
in Alberta, Canada, which stands in 
as the American W;st for the produc- 
tion, Calling the air there “super fresh,” 
Common said he was taken with the 
calmness of the area. 

That tranquility however, lasted only 
as long as he wasn’t filming. As viewers 
will see in the premiere, the actor and 
his co-stars spent much of the film- 
ing in the mud playing characters who 
toiled years to build the Union Pacific 
Railroad from east to west. The actor 
got so used to being covered in muck 
that he had a difficult time adjusting to 
being clean after wrapping Season i. 

“^u just stay dirty, man. I started re- 
ally just adjusting to that life and being 
like, ‘Hey if I’m dirty so what?’ ” he said, 
laughing. “When I came back to L.A. it 
was different; [I thought] I ain’t even

own, slow pace, i hope that doesn’t turn off viewers, because the 
show gathers steam as it goes on. 

Set in 1865Just after the Civil War, "Heii on Wheeis ’’ is basically a 
story of revenge, not unlike the Clint Eastwood’s spaghetti Westerns. 
Former Confederate soldier Cullen Bohannan (Anson Mount) is out 
to kill the group of Union soldiers who raped and murdered his wife. 
His grim mission brings him to Heii on Wheeis, a tent city run by cor- 
rupt businessman Thomas "Doc” Durant (Coim Meaney) that has 
risen around the westward construction of the raiiroad. 

Cullen begins work supervising former siaves, inciuding Eiam 
Ferguson (Common), who are doing aii the hard work to buiid the 
raiiroad. The premiere dumps a iot of information, in not that exciting a way, about these 
characters and Liiy Bell (Dominique McElligott), a surveyor’s wife who survives an indian 
attack. 

The series doesn’t create real drama until the second episode, and that comes mostiy 
from Doc’s enforcer. Tor Gundersen (Christopher Heyerdahi), a menacing, spectrai presence 
who laughs because people caii him "The Swede.” (The joke is that he’s actuaiiy Norwegian.) 
Heyerdahl nails the nasty villain whom viewers wiii iove to ioathe. 

The other actors, iike "Heii on Wheels” itseif. begin to catch up iater. So stay aboard.

gonna care about looking like this or looking 
like that.’’ 

(Common had a more difficult time adjust- 
ing to the show’s liberal use of the “N-word.” 
“I doesn’t matter how many times you hear it, 
it still hits you. ^u feel disrespected,” he said. 

Despite those feelings, he says it’s impor- 
tant to address the issue. Being a Western set 
in 1865 when Union and Confederate soldiers 
mix with freed slaves, immigrants and Native 
Americans, “I fell on Wheels” offers up plenty 
of racial epithets. 

“Tirst of all, that’s definitely how people 
spoke in that time period,” Common said. “It’s 
still how some people speak, or still have those 
feelings . ITiey might not say the word, but they 


have those feelings. I think it’s very important 
that we put it out on the table, that we don’t su- 
garcoat it or try to be politically correct. That’s 
not how you get to good results is by just acting 
like something doesn’t exist.” 

Common’s now back to work on his ninth 
album, “The Dreamer, the Believer,” out 
Nov. 22. The socially conscious musician says 
his experience on “Hell on Wheels”— all of his 
acting experiences —help color his music. 

“T'he more I grow as an actor the more I 
grow as an artist, too, because I feel more free 
as an MC to do what I want to do,” he said. 
“I get loose with the styles more, even just 
because as an actor you free yourself up. You 
can’t be inhibited when you’re acting.”

From 'Ally* to artist

Lucy Liu is expanding her talents into the art 
world with a new book of illustrations that ex- 
plores Kabbalah and meditation. 

Liu, 42, best known for roles in TV series 
‘Ally McBeal” and in the “Charlie’s Angels” 
movies, worked out of her Chelsea studio in 
Manhattan to create a series of abstract black- 
and-white illustrations using ink and acrylic 
paint on watercolor paper that were compiled 
into a book, “Lucy Liu: Seventy Two,” released 
last month. 

The series of paintings was based on a chart 
of 72 names of God in the Kabbalah, a mys- 
tical branch of Judaism. While not a practi- 
tioner of Kabbalah, Liu was inspired by the 
names. 

While the actress is not a trained artist— 
he refers to her work as “outsider art”— she 
was inspired by people such as painter and 
printmaker Robert Motherwell and also drew 
from her own Chinese heritage, specifically 
calligraphy 

“It’s a special thing to be able to come from 
another place and retain that culture,” Liu 
said of her ethnicity “It’s so fascinating to see 
the progression of how China is becoming 



more connected to the U.S.” 

While the paintings themselves only took 
a few months to create, the big challenge was 
getting the book published. Liu described 
that process as “very involved, very intimidat- 
ing.” 

As for producing more artwork, the actress 
remains unsure. 

“The book changed me, and I love that,” 
she said. “This book was very specific only 
because it had a base and a chart to go off I 
would have to find another focus to get me 
into that place” again, she said.
